Claims 1-5 and 44 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in 
claimed combination, "... mounting the optical lens group in a fixed position relative to 
..ot the optical sensor on the at least one grove of the optical lens pedestal, the optical 
lens group located between the optical sensor and the reflector group, the optical lens 
group comprising two or more optical lenses and the optical lens group capable of 
receiving the image of the document and forming the image onto the optical sensor." 

Claims 6-1 1 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in 
claimed combination, "... an optical lens pedestal integrally formed in the case, the 
optical lens pedestal comprising the first channel, the first channel comprising a side 
wall and two sides which are open, there being at least one groove on the side wall of 
the first channel, an optical lens of the optical lens group capable of being mounted on 
the at least one groove, the optical lens group being located in a fixed position relative 
to the optical sensor and the optical lens group capable of receiving the image of the 
document and forming the image onto the optical sensor." 

Claims 12-16 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not provide in claimed 
combination, "... an optical lens pedestal located in the case, the optical lens pedestal 
comprising a first channel, the first channel comprising a sidewall and two sides which 
are open, there being at least one groove on a side wall of the first channel, wherein an 
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optical lens of the optical lens group is mounted on the at least one groove, the optical 
lens of the optical lens group is mounted on the lat least one groove, the optical lens 
group is located between the optical sensor and the reflector group, and the optical 
lens group is capable of receiving the Image of the document and forming he image 
onto the optical sensor. " 

Claims 18-22 and 45 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach in 
claimed combination, "... fomning an optical lens pedestal in a case of a scanning 
chassis, the scanning chassis comprising the case, a reflector group, an optical lens 
group and an optical sensor, the optical group comprising two or more optical lenses 
and capable of receiving an image of a document and forming the image onto the 
optical sensor, the optical lens pedestal comprising the at least one groove." 

Claims 23-28 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not provide in claimed 
combination, "... the first channel comprising a side wall and two sides that are open, at 
least one groove being on the side wall of the first channel, and an optical lens of the 
optical lens group being capable of being mounted on the at least one groove in a 
fixed position relative to the optical sensor. " 



Claims 29-34 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not provide in claimed 
combination, "... an optical lens pedestal located in the case, the optical, lens pedestal 
comprising a channel, the channel comprising a side wall, two sides that are open, and 
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at lest one groove on the side wall of the channel, an optical lens of the optical lens 
group capable of being mounted on the at least one groove, the optical lens group 
capable of being located between the optical sensor and the reflector group, the optical 
lens group capable of receiving the image of the document and forming the image on 
the optical sensor. " 

Claims 35-38 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in 
claimed combination , "... the first channel comprising a side wall, two sides that are 
open, and at least one groove on the side wall of the first channel, and an optical lens of 
the optical lens group being capable of being mounted on the at least one groove; and 
means for fastening a cover over the optical lens pedestal thereby fixing the optical 
group between the optical lens pedestal and the fastening cover. " 

Claims 39-43 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in 
claimed combination, "... an optical lens pedestal located in the case, the optical lens 
pedestal comprising a channel, the channel comprising a side wall, two sides that are 
open, and at least one groove on the side wall of the channel, an optical lens of the 
optical lens group capable of being mounted on the at least one groove, the optical lens 
group capable of being located between the optical sensor and the reflector group, the 
optical lens group capable of receiving the image of the document and forming the 
image on the optical sensor, and means for fastening a cover over the optical lens 
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pedestal thereby fixing the optical lens group between the optical lens pedestal and the 
fastening cover. "
